. HIGH TIDE AT DUBLIN BAR--Avcust 23RD. 
Morning Tide, 5.5. Evening, 5.25. 
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Wirurn a mile of our city, while we write, are being 
enacted scenes of the most unbridled licentiousness 
and the most outrageous debauchery. Some citizens 
of Dublin and land-owners in the vicinity, about 
three years since paid the sum of £3,000 to the re- 
presentatives of the Madden family to purchase up 
the Patent, by virtue of which Donnybrook was an- 
nually made the scene of a disgusting Saturnalia. 
‘The money was paid cheerfully. It was hoped that 
orgies which had become a national as well as metro- 
politan disgrace, had been put an end to for ever. 
Yet here the festering sore breaks out afresh ; every 
vile and profligate character in this great city hies 
him to this chosen retreat of iniquity. The day 
witnesses reeking masses of drunken men and 
women reeling in the helplessness of intoxi- 
cation, or muttering curses and imprecations 
upon the passenger. Inthe night, the air rings 
with alternate shrieks and shouts, and people would 
fancy hell was let loose on earth. All the evils 
of the old fair are revived in a more hideous form. 
Penned up in a narrow field, inhaling the steam laden 
with the effluvia of strong drink, as it issues from the 
tents,the demoniac crew feel there is nothing left 
but drinking or fighting. Ofa truth we may say that 
the last stage is worse than the first. 

When the Patent for the Fair was sold, it happened 
that aman named Dillon had the lease and license 
of a public house, close upon the old fair green.— 
There is a field attached to his holding, and the law 
has decided that the “License” extends over his en- 
tire premises. Taking advantage of the abolition of 
the fair, he has revived it on his own ground. As it 
is private property the police donot interfere, and 
his holding monopolizes the profit, as well as the 
intemperance which heretofore was scattered over a 
wider area. i 

We talk of our sanitary reforms, here is a fertile 
source of every baleful form of disease :—we speak 
of our wide and open streets :—here are thousands of 
huinan beings steaming with the fumes of everything 
noxious and abominable in a narrow field: —we praise 
our morality—here in broad daylightis a sink of ini- 
quity, within which the drunken, the debauched, the 
idle, and the profligate, come towallow. Wedo not

We must frankly tell the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
that thisis nota kind of attitude that we English much 
like. We like personsto stand up for their rights, but 
we do not like them to forget other people’s. There 
is something surprising, indeed, in the coolness with 
which this Romanist party carries off this position. 
People generally, when they are conscious of a flaw in 
their position, show it ; they cannot help letting out 
the fact; they show when they are thinking of 
it, they betray a certain uneasiness in many ways, 
y trying to explain it, answering objections, 
putting out ingenious aspects of it, and they 
confess to the roughness of the ground by 
always trying to smooth it. Everybody knows what 
people do under such ci how fidgety they 
are, how they bring in the unhappy subject apropos to 
nothing, oblige you to hear the defence before you have 
made the least attack, and go about armed with an 
omnipotent explanation which is to knock everybody 
down. Some persons cannot be guilty even of the very 
mild offence of being two inches lower than the rest of 
the world without perpetually apologizing for it. Men 
of ample dimensions are often unn ily and super- 
fluously candid, considering the great facilities for 
observation we enjoy. Your friendly neighbour who 
has walled you out of the only bit of view you had 
is always lamenting to you the unhappy necessity 
which compelled him to violate his feelings. Men 
who writhe under an inconsistency explain and explain 
it away athousand times, It is a greatart to havea 
tremendous flaw in your position and to say nothing at- 
all about it, to beas calm and composed asif you were 
Truth iiself and stood upon adamant. Our Roman 
Catholic friends beat us here. If we Protestant main- 
tainers of civil and religious liberty had such a weak 
point in our case we should be for ever talking about it, 
explaining it incessantly, morning, noon, and night,—a 
constant babble in hundreds of papers and reviews 
would betray the uneasiuess of our consciences. 
This though old Irish prelatical phalanx is a good deal 
more skilful. They say nothiag; thereis no confession. 
no explanation, nothing to betray they least qualm of 
inconsistently ; the whole subject is sunk fathoms deep; 
one would supposethat theseremonstrators and protesters 
with their string of petty grievances, were themselves the 
great advocates of civil and religious liberty all over 
the world. All this is very skiltul and astute, 
and shows a capital drill, but unfortunately 
in these days a flaw in the position of a 
public body cannot be ignored in this way. 
It could be in the old days of courts; skilful silence was 
omnipotent then, and could sink truth to the bottom of 
the sea; now it cannot. It is of no use, these men 
holding their tongues so adroitly; we see their position 
perfectly; it stands out clear as day; it is as intel- 
ligible and transparent as anything can be. Every man 
woman, and child in the country understands it---that 
they are for civil and religious liberty at home, because 
they have the benefit of it, and against civil and religious 
liberty on the Continent, because the Protestants haveit. 
With respect to their list of grievances, however, if 
they can prove their case, let them by all means have 
redress ; we will not make any inconsistency on their 
side a reason for refusing itthem. But what are their 
grievances ? We omit a variety of minor ones, such as 
that they have not fair play in our sailors’ and soldiers’ 
charitable institutions, that the children are proselytized 
on,--a charge which has been publicly and formally 
refuted ; and we come to the great greivance of the 
National system of education. Their complaint here is, 


in a word, that the whole system is not 
under the complete control of the [Irish hier- 
archy. But what sort of grievance is this? 


Can they point to any want of fair play, even 
to any want of consideration in the mode of ma- 
nagement,anything to show that they are not completely 
placed on a level on it with the Protestants? When 
they come to particulars here, the charge evaporates in 
such frivolous complaints as that crosses and pictures 
are not allowed in the schoolrooms. Why, they 
have those in their chapels ; every house, every 
hovel, can exhibit them as abundantly as is thought 
useful for the purpose of religious impression. The 
Irish child can have all these aids to Roman 
Catholic devotion at home, and it is home 
far more than school that fixes the religious type and 
forms the religious habit of mind. But the claim is 
made for the grant-in-aid system in Ireland in the place 
of the present one, and the argument is, “ You have it in 
England ;” “why cannot we have it too?”

Observer on the necessity of Legal Reforms :— 
We are assured that one of the subjects to which 
pecial attention will be devoted during the recess, with 
a view to effective legislation in the next session, is 
Law Reform. From the sagacity and energy of the pre- 
sent Lord Chancellor we may expect greater prompti- 
tude and greater despatch in what he undertakes than 
has been shown by some of his predecessors. The most 
important branch of this subject may be considered as 
belonging peculiarly to the department of justice and 
legislation ; and delay in disposing of the multiplicity 
of questions involved therein leads to complications and 
difficulties in all the other departments of affairs. 

When the law shall be consolidated and a sufficient 
number of general laws enacted—when the tribunals 
shall be simplified—the procedure made more uniform— 
the principles of pleading better settled—and forms (the 
opprobria of our system) made at once precise and to 
the purpose—the legislation of all the departments of 
the State throughout their ramifications will assume al- 
most the general form of resolutions, and such an infi- 
nitude of details as now characterise our very special legis- 
lation will no longer be requisite. The defective state 
of our general system of legislation it is, that has intro- 
duced unnecessary minutiz into the particular legisla- 
tion of different departments and engendered so much 
incongruity and so many anomalies. 

What is especially wanted is that the law should be 
written for promulgation amongst the people, for admi- 
nistration by every class of officer, public and private, 
judicial or other, and for the Legislature. Although 
this should be done with due regard to the lawyers, 
theirs is not the special matter of concern ; they know 
the law by education, practical experience, and daily 
intercourse with persons of every kind of legal training. 

We hope Lord Campbell will take counsel of all 
those who have in times past, as wellas now, devoted 
themselves to the subject ; and that he will be at more 
pains to lay a good foundation than to rush into hasty 
performance, which, without such a foundation, must 
end in a mockery and delusion. , 

If we compare the cost of the different commissions 
for which Parliamentary grants have been voted during 
the past six years with the products of those commis- 
sions, we shall have a practical test of the retrogade 
manner of proceeding that has hitherto been adopted, 
and the costly and elaborate process of doing nothing 
efficiently. Fifteen or twenty thousand pounds expended 
in practical realisation of a good design, with proper 
estimates and engagements, should have produced a very 
noteworthy result. Asit is the return is nil, and, 
except for the sake of the warning not to go and do 
likewise, it may be said that the past efforts are nothing 
worth ; for the register to which they lay claim astheir 
own invention is not adequate to its purpose, which it 
would have been had it followed the design of the 
member of the last commission but one by whom it 
was suggested. 

We trust that Lord Campbell and the <Attorney-Ge- 
neral will proceed not only with more vigour but more 
caution, and we are satisfied that to this endthey need 
only employ, with moderate reinforcement, the forces 
already at the service of the State, collect what has been 
proposed and adopted since Sir Nicholas Bacon’s time, 
and make of it a connected report and plan to which 
Parliament and the writers on this subject may freely 
have recourse as toa well-spring of sound and varied 
information and practical appliance. 

The topics of the Statue Law Consolidation and the 
Ministry of Justice, with due provision for the revision 
of measures (their own at least) before they are intro- 
duced into Parliament in the course of current legisla- 
tion, have unfortunately, from their technical charac- 
ter and their wide range of applicatien, obtained little 
genereal attention ; but by a certain clase of thinkers 
and writers, and of public men, they have been tho- 
roughly investigated, and are quite ripe for practical 
disposal. It was the policy of those who had the di- 
rection ofthe late Statute Law Commission to ignore 
all but their own proteges, all the labours of past time, 
all examples of what has been done here or elsewhere, 
and to steadily resist every tender of aid which did not 
square with the peculiar and limited policy which was 
so unwisely adopted. The recent decision of the House

‘The way has been cleared by repeated dis- 
cussions, and we may be permitted to hope that the re- 
é presentatives of the people, in Parliament, and the lead- 
ers of public opinion out of doors, will come to the

He 
arrived at a quarter past 12 o'clock, and was received 
by Mr. Alexander M‘Donnell, Resident Commissioner ; 
the Right Hon. the Lord Chancellor, Lord Bellew, the 
Rev. Dean Meyler, Dr. Henry, President of the Queen’s 
College, Belfast, Mr. Hatchell, Mr. M‘Cready, and Mr. 
Keenan, chiefs of the inspection ; Dr. Sullivan, the 
Dean of the Chapel Royal, Mr. S. A. Treston, Professor 
Glover, Mr. D. O’Sullivan, Messrs. Sheehan, Newall, 
Harkin, &c., &c. 

His Excellency was conducted through the various 
departments, and on entering the girls’ schools the Na- 
tional Anthem was sung by a number of pupils most 
sweetly; they also sang the “ Meeting of the Waters,” 
and “Oh, not more welcome the Fairy Numbers,” in a 
manner which elicited a marked expression of approval 
from his Excellency. The girls were then examined by 
Dr. Sullivan and Miss Byrne in orthography, reading, 
history, geography, arithmetic, &c., in all of which 
the answering was excellent. His Excellency 
also visited the boys’ schools. There were 436 
children present, under the direction of the head 
master, Mr. Larkin. Professor Sullivan critically ex- 
amined the advanced classes in mental calculations, 
algebra, logic, political economy, geography, sacred and 
profane history, &c. The most difficult questions were 
asked, and the answers were prompt and correct, and 
Ea in a manner that showed that they perfectly un- 

erstood what they were about. His Excellency highly 
complimented Professor Sullivan at the conclusion of the 
examination. He tookhis departure at half-past one 
o'clock, for the Viceregal Lodge, and was loudly cheered 
by upwards of twelve hundred of the teachers and pupils 
who had assembled to meet him.

ter and those under his command “in the attempt to ex- 
ecute the objects of the expedition under very difficult 
circumstances, and at great personal risk to all who 
were engagedin it.” Atthe outbreak of the Russian 
war, Sir James Graham, then First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, appointed Captain Trotter as Commodore and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Cape of Good Hope Station. 
Here the commodore’s administrative powers and ac- 
tive benevolence were, as elsewhere, fully displayed. 
He-originated and liberally contributed to the Cape 
Town Sailors’ Home. On his urgent representation to 
the Admiralty he was enabled, through their liberalty, 
to restore a small village, near Simou’s Bay, founded 
many years ago by the late Admiral Sir Jahleel Brenton, 
as an asylum for captured slaves, and which had latterly 
fallen into decay. 

On the commodore’s arrival in England ‘from the 
Cape command, two years ago, he was apparently in 
good health ; but those who had the opportunity of 
observing him closely could not fail to perceive that 
after the Niger expedition he was occasionally sub- 
ject .to severe headache, and other symptoms 
indicating that he never got quite ridof the effects of 
the fever from which he barely escaped with his 
life. 

The close of Commodore Trotter’s life career was 
sudden ; but it came upon him while he was employed 
in a manner in harmony with his whole life. “He had 
just been renewing, at the Admiralty, an application in 
behalf of an officer formerly under his command, who 
possessed no titleto government favour beyond great 
professional and other merits, when he was suddenly 
struck down with paralysis, which pro ved fatal in a few 
hours. 2 

His remains were followed to their resting-place in 
Kensal-green by his bereaved relatives and many of his 
more immediate friends in the naval service as well as in

BALLOON Ascent FROM Toronto.—Professor Steiner 
is now in Toronto, making arrangements for an aeronan- 
tic excursion to the Atlantic coast in his balloon the 
“Europa.” He expects to start about a fortnight from 
this time, and will endeavour to land at some point be- 
tween New York and Boston. The “ Europa” is of 
gigantic proportions, being 105 feet in circumference, 
65 feet in height from the car to the top, and capable of 
containing 20,000 cubic feet of gas. Should the day be 
fine, Professor Steiner will be able to take with him two 
passengers, if two can be found desirous of crossing Lake 
Ontario, and willing to run the risk of falling into it 
from a distance, which would frighten even the Goat 
Island adventurer; Mr. Aymer. For those of weaker 
nerves a shorter and less dangerous journey is in con- 
templation. It is proposed to make what are called 
“topical” ascentions, the baloon being held by a rope, 
and restrained thereby from any erratic wanderings. 
The average height attained by this means will be about 
500 feet. The ground on Front-street, opposite the 
Revere House, may be chosen as the spot from which to 
make the ascension if the gas-pipe there is sufficiently 
large. Complete arrangements have not yet been made, 
but, though far advanced, their consummation depends 
upon the terms offered by the railway companies and 
hotel-keepers to Professor Steiner, in consideration of 
the numerous passengers and customers he is sure to 
bring them. It will certainly be to the advantage of all 
who look to travellers for profit, to aid the adventurous 
aeronaut in his enterprise. This will be the first balloon 
ascension ever made from Toronto, and is sure to bring 
in great numbers of people from the country round to 
withess it. Professor Steiner is well known in the 
United States for his daring and successful achievements. 
On the 18th of October last he and Mr. Goddard started 
from Cincinnati for a race in separate balloons. ‘The 
former travelled 230 miles, landing near Sandusky, beat- 
ing his opponent by thirty miles. Again, on the 18th 
June, 1857, Mr. Steiner havingstarted from Erie, Penn., 
travelled in safety for 200 miles, but got at last into a 
thunder-storm, which, having whirled him about for a 
while, finished by emptying him into Lake Erie. He was 
rescued by the Mary Stewart.— Toronto Globe, Aug. 4.

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A SHIP BY FIRE.

The screw steam-ship Imperatrix, Captain Sharp, 
which, with the Imperador, has been engaged in laying 
down the Red Sea telegraph cable, has arrived in the 
Mersey, bringing advices from the Mauritius seven days 
later than those previously to hand, having left the 27th 
of June, 

The most particular piece of intelligence in the 
Mauritius papers is the total destruction by fire 


the ship Josephine, Captain Senlonen 
(bound from Akyab to Falmouth with 
a cargo of rice) in the harbour of St. Louis. 


The Commercial Gazette, of the 22d of June, thus de- 
scribes the disaster :—The Josephine, of 947 tons, from 
Akyab, with a cargo of rice, bound to Falmouth for,or- 
ders, put into this port on the 20th inst., for repairs. 
She left Akyab, May 11, with 1,800 bags of rice, some 
of which was thrown overboard to lighten the ship. At 
the time of the accident there were about 1,400 or 1,600 
bags in the hold. Since her arrival here there has been 
a gang of men at the pumps night and day. At one 
o’clock on the morning of the 22d June one of the men 
at the pumps smelt something burning, and reported it 
tothe man in charge of the deck, who, on perceiving 
smoke coming out of the first hatch, immediately called 

e master and chief mate. The master ordered 
the fore-hatch tobe opened and water to be poured 
down upon the cargo, but thesmoke came up in such 
immense volumes that the hatches were ordered to be 
closed. This, however, was found to be impracticable. 
The fire and smoke raged so violently that in thirty mi- 
nutes after the alarm had been given all attempts at 
saving the ship or anything on board were obliged to 
be abandoned, and all hands were compelled to go for- 
ward tothe bows, where an attempt was made under 
the direction and assistance of the captain, to scuttle 
her ; but this proved ineffectual, and at the expira- 


tion of two hours the vessel was abandoned, 
the captain being the last man to leave the 
ship. | Several boats from the ships at anchor in 


the hargour came to render assistance as soon as the 
alarm was given, andin about two hours the harbour 
authorities were on the spot, and took the ma- 
nagement of the burning ship, which was fortunately to 
leeward of the other shipping. The harbour-master 
has in this,as well as in former instances, been successful 
in confining the damage to the ship in which the fire 


She was eventually hauled away from her 
moorings, and got clear of the rest of the shipping, and 
struck on the reef, where she burned to the water’s 


edge. This was fortunately done without accident to 
life or limb, although the service was a sage tne 
m the falling spars and timbers, neither was 
damage done to the shipping.

WEXFORD PETTY SESSIONS. 

Tur SLANEY Satmon Fisueries.—William Boggan 
summoned Laurnence Duggan, James Walsh, and Richd. 
Walsh for having on the 13th of August, 1859, placed 
erect at the Raven Strand, in county Wexford, a stake 
net for the purpose of catching salmon in the sea along 
the coast of Ireland, and suffered said net to remain in 
such a manner as that the same extended to a greater 
distance than from high water to low water mark of 
spring tides, same not being ebb to ebb and flood 
weir, commonly called head-weir, not fished by means 
of a fixed net, contrary to the statues in that case made 
and provided. Evidence having been given, the ease 
against Laurence Duggan was dismissed, as he was not 
proved to have anything to do personally with the nets, 
and Mr. Ryan then called him as a witness for the other 
defendants. He said he knew the net used by them, and 
drew a sketch thereof.. He said he paid rent for that 
portion of the strand and had a right to fix his nets 
there if he liked, but the net spoken of was only a bag - 
net. Mr. William Walker stated that the net was a 
floating bag net. A stake net consisted of a row of poles 
driven in a line from the shore, on which the net was 
fixed, and at the end of the row was a pouch for the 
taking up the salmon. That kind of net was infinitely 
more destructive than the bag net (a laugh from FE. As 
Harvey, Esq). After Mr. Corcoran had replied, the 
magistrates retired for a short time, and when they re- 

turned Mr. Flood stated that they were unanimously of 
opinion that the case was proved, and though wishing to 
be as moderate as possible they had decided to inflict a 
penalty of 40s. on each of the defendants, which would 
give them an opportunity of appealing to the Quarter 
Sessions or to the Court of Queen’s Bench. The magis- 
trates would do all they could to suppress the use of 
these nets, and therefore they instructed the water-bailitt

Alexander Erdan exiled for his work entitled La 
France Mystique; and, 58 Proudhon for his “ Justice 
in the Revolution and the Church.’ Two well 
known men have suffered imprisonment— 
Blangin and Barbes. The first of these 
has been treated with the grossest injustice; 
he was condemned to ten years confinement 
and when his time was up, instead of being re- 
leased, the wretched man was sbi off to the 
French colony of Cayenne, from which place ve 
few martyts ever return to make Frenchmen blús 


for the inhuman cruelties practised in the name of 


their government in that far-off settlement. 

‘The reported duel between Marshals Niel and Can- 
robert turns out to have been a fiction; they have 
both set out for their different commands, and are 
by this time separated by many leagues.

A letter from Naples of the 15th, in the Press:

The sheet was in a few moments 
covered with signatures, and the chiefs then, seeing 
that it was useless to contend against such unanimity, 
went to consult a superior authority. ‘They were sent 
back to the soldiers, and told to promise them all they 
required—pay, umiforms, federal crosses, &c. Many of 
he mer were delighted, and shouted Viva cel Re. Some 


| of them, however, felt mistrust, and Major Latour, the 


Swiss envoy was waited on by a deputation and asked 
for more positive assurances. Major Latour did not 
allow himself to be influenced either by thé catesses of 
the Government or by the falsehoods of the officers. 
He pursued his way with great independence and pro- 
bity, telling the soldiers who came to consult him that 
they were being deceived by their chiefs, that their 
colours Would be taken from them ón the 25th, on the 
demand of the Confederatidn and by order of the King, 
who could no louger refuse that justice. The result 
was a general defection. The 13th battalion of 
Chasseurs, which has been enrolled since the rupture of 
the capitulations, has now joined the malcontents. 
Yesterday several officers of the 4th Regiment, fearing 
a revolt in their quarters, and threatened, as they said, 
with massacre, passed a part of the night in a cafe of 
San Potito. All the police were on foot to watch over 
the city, the army, and the lazzaroni. The Royal Guard 
has been summoned from Caserta. As the reward for 
his straitforward conduct, Major Latour has met with 
a very cold reception from the authorities ; he has been 
watched like a suspected person, and, notwithstanding 
his official character, it has been in contemplation to 
send him out of the kingdom. ‘This Was a bright idea

INDIA—THE BOMAY MAIL. 

By the arrival of the Bombay mail we have received 
our private correspondence and files of papers from 
Bombay tothe 2ist July. : ‘ 

The tollowing is the letter of our Bombay correspon- 

“Bompar, Suny ®1—India, scarcely emerged from a 
hideous rebellion, and still struggling with the broken 
remnants of its mutinous legons, is about to witness an 
exodous of British troops, which will add another 
curious page to its already eccentric history. 
Lord Canning’s recent general order, giving to the 
European troops that enlisted tó serve the defunct 
Company an option of taking their discharge, has 
been ‘attended with results which could hardly have 
been anticipated by those who issued the order. It 
is stated that from 8,000 to 10,000 men will avail them- 
selves of the permission accorded to them of retiring 
from the service and returning to England. I cannot 
but hope that the estimate above stated is placed too 
high, although I think there is little doubt but that the 
number of soldiers who will he lost to India must be 
great. I proceed to give you, as well as I can, a detailed 
aceount of the effect of communicating the general or- 
der of the troops of the different stations, so far as we 
have any information on the subject at Bombay. In the 

1 ge theré are six regiments of European in- 
fantryand five of European cavalry, consisting altoge- 
ther of about 9,952 men. Of these it is stated that at 
Delhi 360 men of the 2nd Europeans have claimed their 
discharge ; at.Gwalior upwards of 700 men of the 3d Eu- 
ropeans; et Goonah, 93 men of the same regiment, the 
3d Europeans ; at Allahabad, according to one account, 
600 men; according to another, 750 men ofthe 4th 
Europeans; and at Berhampore, 800 men of the 6th 
Europeans. But this last regiment may, for the present 
be considered as extinct for military service. I. shall 
make a special reference to the case of this regiment 
before concluding this letter. Of the 6th Europeans, 260 
have declared their intention of retiring from the regi- 
ment. At Meerut, out of 818 non-commissioned officers 
and men forming the 2nd Light Cavalry, it is stated that 
only 30 men who enlisted to serve the Company will 
remain in the regiment, exclusive of the old soldiers who 
recently voluntereed ihto it from homeward-bound 
Dragoon regiments. At Lucknow, it is said by one 
account that only 40 or 50 men, and by another 
account that only 15 men of the 4th Cavalry are 
willing to remain in India; the rest will accept their 
discharges. Of the Bengal Europen Artillery it is 
reported that at Meerut 343 men have claimed their 
discharge, at Allahabad 58 men,at Cawhpore 79 men; 
at Agra 62 men, at Delhi 90, at Gwalior 80, and at 
Muttra 58 men of the @rd troop 3rd brigade Bengal 
Horse Artillery, out of 119 men. Of the 976 men at 
present composing the recruit depot for local regiments 
at Barrackpore 56 have claimed their discliarge. From 
the Punjab the reports are that at Sealkote 64 men of 
the ist troop ard brigade Horse Artillery have de- 
manded their discharge; and at Meean Meer the 
Whole of the European Cavalry, with the exception of 
27 men who had been transferred from the 9th Lane 
cers. The majority of the European artillerymen at 
Lahore are otod to do the same. The late Com-

Yesterday it forgot the 
faults of party,men ; to-day it consents to pardon poli- 
tical writers, whose faults and simple errors were, for 
the most part, only of gravity on account of the circum- 
stances of the moment. Wesincerely thank the Govern- 
ment for this generosity. Though only applicable toa 
small number of men, and concerning only restricted 
interests, the decree of the 16th relative to the warnings 
received by the French and Algerian press will not the 
less obtain general approbation. Relieved from the dis- 
quietude which the penalties of the décree of 1852 
caused them, the journals which derived most benefit 
from the amnesty will, we are sure, be grateful to the 
Government. Their convictions may remain unchanged 
but they will bring to the examination of political and 
administrative questions the calm and the reserve which 
perhaps their precarious situation prevented them from 
displaying.” |

The Leipzig Gazette says:— 

“Since tnd which the Russian squadron, commanded 
by the Grand Duke Constantine, made in the Copen- 
hagen we have been able to estimate the 
immense change which has taken place in the Russian 
navy since the war in the East. Formerly, all the ships 
of war which visited the Baltic ports, hada dull and 
constrained look, in spite of the military bearing of their 
crews. On board the vessels we saw lately the sailors 
were not forced levies from inland provinces; they were 
smart and active men, chosen from the maritime popu- 
lation of Finland; some crews were composed of sailors 
who had formed part of the Black Sea fleet. ‘There was 
no of the old mechanical stiffness, no look of being 
gotfup for parade. On the contrary, the o , as 
well ‘as the men, for skill and seamen-like qualities, 
might stand comparison with English or Danish sailors. 
It is the Grand Duke Constantine, who, for some years, 
has brought about such great improvements in a com- 
paratively short space of time. With his great energy 
and really eminent qualities asa sailor, the Grand Duke 
will, in a short time, have re-organisec the Russian fleet 
so that a Russian vessel, may sustain a contest with any 
English, French, or Danish vessel of the same strength. 
All the crews have a profound and affectionate admira— 
tion for their young Imperial chief. The features of the 
Finland sailor glow with pride when he speaks of the 
great admiral.”

THE IMPERIAL PEACE POLICY. 
(From the Shipping Gazette. ) 

Thé féturh of a victoriotis army to Paris, and the 
rejdicings with which that event has been celebrated, 
have not prevented the French Government from plan- 
ning and prosecuting works which, if they do not con- 
template future hostilities, have less purpose than has 
hitherto distinguished the proceedings of the Imperial 
Government. We learn that orders have been issued 
for the immediate fortification of the Chausey Islands, 
asmall group lying about midway between Granville 
and St Malo, and some eight miles from the land. On 
the largest island of the group there is a lighthouse, 
which is more useful to craft employed in the oyster 
fishery than to the navigation of the Channel. The 
object of the French Government in directing the fortifi- 
cation of this rock does fiot immediately appear. It lies 
fat down ‘in the Bight, at the entrance of which the 
Channel Islands are §itiiated; and in a gale from the 
northward thé Chausey Islands afford skelter to vessels 
dfiven in upon the French coast. During the French 
war Our cruisers used the anchorage while blockading 
Granville and St; Malo. The Emperor’s Government 
would seém to be acquainted with this fact, and are 
about to take care that the Chatiscys shall never again 
afford shelter to a hostile fleet. It has, no doubt occur- 
red to the ruler of France and his advisers that if the 
islands in question, or any of them, could be converted 
to good account by an enemy, they are — suscep- 
tible of being used for the protection of the French 
coast. The pfojected fortifications will at least render 
any fiture blockade of that portion of tlie coast a matter 
of extreme difficulty, while they afford protettion td a 
French fleet of considerable size. These works are dic- 
tated, no doubt, by the policy which has heaped up 
batteries round the port of Cherbourg, and converted 
that place into something very like a ‘ standing menace’ 
to the opposite shore of the Channel. It is said that 
they have been suggested, if not rendered necessary, by 
our fortifications at Alderney—works to which we have 
néver been particularly favourable, it is trne, but which 
professional men, whose opinion we have been accus- 
tomed to respect, have considered would, in the event 
of a war with France, materially reduce the formidable 
character of Cherbourg, and neutralise its purpose either 
for offence or deferice. We are not amongst those who 
regard every movement of the French government with 
jealousy, and we dre certainly not ptepared to find in the 
fortification of the Chatséy Islands an evidence of direct 
hostility of England any more than in the increase of 
the naval armament of France, which of lite years has 
assumed such large and st 
record the fact, and direct attention to it, because it is 
a friatter of maritime interest, and may have rather 
a beneficial effect than otherwise upon the navigation 
of that portion of the French coast. The light upon the 
larger Chausey is, as we have seen, of importance to the 
small craft employed in the oyster fishery. We may 
expect that the management of that light will not suffer 
in consequence of the works about to be commenced by 
the Frénch tnginetr's. The Chduseys lie outside the French 
fishery limits, and are resorted to by the fishermen of the 
Channel Islands. They lie also very much in the line 
between those islands and the ports of Granville, St. 
Malo, St Michael’s, and other places along that coast. 
The projected fortifications cannot interfere with the 
local traffic, while they will probably very much 
improve thé navigation of the district in which they 
are about to be undertaken.” } 
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CONSISTORIAL COURT. 
(Before Judge Radcliffe). 

. Sarah M‘Grath ¥. John M'Grath. 

Divorce.—The impugnant in this case was a sugar- 
baker in thé town of Newry, and the promovant was his 
wife. Thelibel was filed on the 4th of June, 1859. 

In this case Dr. Townsend moved the court to grant 
a sentence of divorce a mensa et thoro, with a reasonable 
amount of alimony. From the evidence taken on behalf 
of the promovant it appeared that M‘Grath had been 
foreman in the establishment of the promovant in Newry, 
and that she took a fancy to him and married him. ‘They 
were married in 1849 according to the rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church, both parties being Roman Catholics. For 
some time after the marriage impugnant conducted him- 
self properly, but after a few years he gave way to dissipa- 
tion, being strongly addicted to intemperence, as was 
alleged. His conduct towards the promovant was most 
violent; he frequently dragged her about by the hair of 
the head; beat her,*threatened her, and called her the most 
opprobricus names: All the witnesses concurred as to 
the habits of the impugnant, his habitual intemperence, 
and repeated acts of violence, There were no less than 
eleven specific instances of cruelty cited, besides the bad 
treatment set forth in the libel ; and counsel contended 
that there could be no doubt that although abusive 
language was not in itself sufficient for the 
Ecclesiastical Court to found its decision upon, 
still it was evidence of violence of temper, 
There was, counsel adniitted, some difficulty about the 
property, but the business of sugar-boiling alone brought 
in an income of £300 a-year, his household goods were 
valued at upwards of £100, and his stock and fixtures 
at upwards of £100. A large sum of good debts were 
deposed to being due to him, but the amount was not 
ascertained. He also possessed two houses in the town 
of Newry, for which the promovant prior to her marri- 
age had paid £250, and expended a large sum on their 
improvement. On the whole case counsel submitted 
that Mrs. M‘Grath was entitled to a sentence of divorce, 
and he thought the court would have little difficulty in 
deciding upon giving her a reasonable amount of ali- 
mony, ’ 
Judge Radcliffe said that he thought the case was 
fully made out ; the marriage was fully proved to have 
been celebrated by a Roman Catholic priest in full 
orders, according to the ceremonies of their own com- 
munion, both parties being Roman Catholics, and her 
title, therefore, to a divorce a mensa a thoro, was fully 
established. He would be inclined to give her one-half 
as alimony, but very prudently the promovant only re- 
quired one-third. He would give a decree for a sen- 
tence of divorte, with £100 a-year as alimony, to be paid 
monthly. | 
Dr. Townsend, with Messrs. Swift and Doran as proc- 
tors, appeared on the part of the promovant. The 
impugnant did not appear, nor was he professionally re- 
presented. 


Police Intelligence. 
HEAD OFFICE.—AUG. 22.

Oren Arm Precuine.—A gentieman, named Samuel 
Alfred Goodridge, of the Royal Arcade Hotel, Suffolk- 
street, before the bench to answer the charge 
of police constable Thomas Fitzpatrick; 36 C, for an 
allegeddisturbance of the public peace, by collecting a 
crowd at the Custom-house Quay, and obstructing the 
carriage way, by preaching in the open -air; between 
five and six p.m., on the 21st ultimo, thereby endanger- 
ing a breach of the peace. 

Police censtable Thomas Fitzpatrick, 36 C; sworn and 
examined—I was on duty at the Custom-house Quay on 
Sunday evening, and I saw a disorderly mob and a large 
crowd of people around him (Mr. Goodridge); the crowd 
was so great that persons could not pass by; Mr. Good- 
ridge was standing on the steps of the Custom-house 
preaching and reading; at first he was reading from a 
book and then he was preaching. 

The Magistrate (Mr. Porter)—What hour was it? It 
was between five and six o’clock, your worship. 

Was there any noise? There was great shouting 
and screaming, and the public complained of it, your 
worship. 

Who complained of it? A man came up to me and 
said, he was obstructed by the crowd in passing by, your 
worship. 

Mr. Denis Kane sworn and examined—About six 
o’clock on last Sunday evening, I was coming up the 
Quay at the Custom-house, and I saw Mr. Goodridge 
with a large book in his hand,and he speaking to the 
people ; andI heard him say tothe crowd, “ you may 
pelt and throw stones at me; I don’t care whether you 
door not, for you will treat meonly as my Divine 
Master was treated at Jerusalem and Nazareth ;” [I did 
not stop in the crowd more than haifa minute, and I did 
not see any violence used. , 

To Mr. Porter—Í think he also made use of the words 
“you will be d——d.” i 

How did the people like that. ?—They did not seem to 
like it very well, your worship (laughter.)” 

Mr. Porter (to Mr. Goodridge)—Do you wish to ask 
the witness any question ? 

Mr. Goodridge,—Well, really he gives such a very 
disconnected statement of what took place that I don’t 
wish to enter into it. ie 

Mr. John B. Mullen examined—TI hailed out Mr. 
Goodridge last evening, at the police station ; on the 
evening in question, myself and my children were 


walking by thé custom house, when I saw 
| Mr. Goodridge reading ‘out of a book; 
curiosity drew me over té him, and iI 


heard him read the 53d chapter of Isaiah ; three unfor- 
tunate girls had been throwing apples inte a ship oppo- 
site, and they commenced to cheer and curse Mr. Good- 
ridge, and throw stones and horse-dung ; he then said 
what the last witness swore, that “If you pelt me you 
will not treat me worse than my Divine Master had 
been served;” I was taking care of my children, and 
also looking at the violence that was offered to Mr. 
Goodridge; the man that charged Mr. Goodridge rather 
encouraged the crowd on than otnerwise; I could not 
see any policeman to charge some of the mob, as their 
conduct was most blasphemous; I then went over to the 
preacher; and he put his book under his arm ; and as he 
} was going away some boys struck him on the hat with 
fishing-rods; he then walked .along the quay, and was 
fifty or fifty-five yards from where he had been stand- 
ing on the. custom-house, when the police-constable 
came up to him, and stopped him; I can swear upon my 
oath that the thoroughfare was not stopped, as four cars 
at least could pass without interruption; if there had 
been any policeman present to stop the girls from pelt- 
ing, the gentleman might have preached or read without 
interruption if he liked; Mr. Goodridge is an utter 
stranger to me. 

The Magistrate—Where was the prisoner, constable, 
when you arrested him? He was just coming down the 
steps, and I was afraid of a “faction” fight, your wor- 
ship (laughter). | 

Mr, Goodridge—What the constable states is grossly 
,untrue. I had removed far away from the Custom- 
| house when he came up to me, and he was impe'led by a 
disorderly rabble to take me into custody. 

The Witness Mullen—I can bear testimony to that ; 
I believe the constable neither saw the man on the steps 
nor heard him. 


The Magistrate—I take it that Mr. Goodridge got 
upon the steps of the custom-house to préach, and there 
‘is no reason for not believing that a chapter ot the 
| Prophet Isaiah was read by him. A case of a similar 
kind occtrred sometime ago at Kingstown, and there it 
appeared that a persom proceeded to preach on the 
public thoroughfare ; an interfuption and a scene of a 
very riotous character took place. Upon that occasion 
I expressed an opinion that preaching, not merely in the 
open-air, but upon the public thoroughfare or highway 
was not legal. That was the opinion that I then ex- 
pressed. he case was sent for trial, and the judges 
who tried it, and in each of whom I may say there was 


| ten times as much legal knowledge as I myself possess, 


they held that it was not an illegal thing to preach in 
the public thoroughfare. To that decision I at once 
bowed: Another case recently occurred, which I may 
i compare with the present, and it was that of a band— 
not a temperance batii—playing music upon a 
Sunday going along the high way, accompanied by 
a mob shotting and hurrahing. That case Was sent for 
trial, and the two chief justices held that there Was no 
law against persons who had musical inclinations, taking 
up their musical instruments and proceeding alofig the 
thoroughfare, and playing music. Well, I sent no 
more landsmen for tria! (laughter). I bowed with all 
possible respect to the exalted authority that gave 
judgment to that effect; and I cannot hold that if it is 
legal for a parcel of people to do, what I have seen my- 
self occur—namely, to play noisy instruments upon a 
Sunday along the public , thoroughfare, frightening 
horses, and accompanied by a disorderly mob, yelling 
and creating absolute terror—-if that is not contradicted, 
I cannot see that the man who takes his stand on the 
steps of the Cusfom-house, and reads from 
the Prophet Isaiah, and when he has missiles 
cast at him, uses the expression that he will 
submit to it, and refers to his Divine Master, 
he has a right to do so, and [ see nothing wrong in that 
I think the only way to deal with those cases is, that 
whoever wishes to stop and listen let them do so, and those 
who do not choose to listen, let them walk away about 
their business. I don’t think preaching a sermon in 
front of the Custom-house, no matter from what 
prophecy of the Christian religion, can be looked upon as 
a nuisafice. Hearing what EE have of the case, aad recol- 
lecting other decisions, I think it only remains for me 
to dischatge the pfiscner. . 

Mr. Goodridge stated he took every precaution he 
could to prevent any disturbance. Leing a stranger in 
the city, he inquired if preaching in the open air was 
likely to create a disturbance, and he was told it was 
not. He was sorry to say he was treated very badly by 
the people, and the constable treated him rather badly. 

Mr. Porter—The two fellows with the fishing-rods 
seemed to be young rival apostles, but the old apostles 
were fishermen also (laughter). 

Mr. Goodridge then retired from court. 

Sreatine a Horse.—An individual, named John 
Williams, was brought upin custody of Sergeant Jones, 
11 C, charged with the illegal possession of a horse. 
The sergeant stated that in consequence of some infor- 
mation which he had received, he arrested the prisoner 
at the North-wall with the horse in his possession. When 
questioned as how he became possessed of the animal 
he stated he got it at the Wellington testimonial in the 
Phoenix-park, but subsequently stated that he purchased 


| the animal at Mullingar. A farmer named Levy, from 


the county Westmeath, identiffed the animal as his pro- 
perty. 

The case was remanded.
